The Times: 
Many inquiries are being made 


ing inspections that have been 
made at the various’ school 
buildings in the City of Albany. 
One outstanding question per- 
tains to the ‘severity. of the in- 
spections and regarding the ex- 
tensiveness of non-conforming 
conditions, 

In answer.to these questions 
I am submitting the following 
in an attempt to clarify the posi- 
tion of the Fire Department re- 
garding school inspections 

Under the provisions of Section 
13143 and 13146 of/'the Health 
and Safety Code, State of Cali- 
fornia, a survey relative to Fire 
and Life Safety was made in all 
Albany school facilities in the 
City of Albany, prior to Novem- 
ber, 1961. 

A specialist regarding safety 
in public buildings, and his as- 
sistant, assisted the Albany Fire 
Department in making a 
thorough survey without any ad- 
ditional cost to Albany citizens. 

As a result of this survey, it 
was revealed, that, certain condi- 
tions existing in the Buildings of 
the Albany School District, did 
present hazards to occupants and 
did not conform to present day 
standards. 

The itemized result of these in- 
spections were forwarded to the 
Board of Education through the 
Office of the Superintendent of 
Albany Schools. A copy is re- 
tained at the fire station and may 
be examined through appoint- 
ment with the Officer in charge. 

Following the severity of many 
school fires prior to 1961| 
throughout the nation the entire 
fire service anxiously turned to 
of- the ‘school 
buildings under their jurisdic- | 
tion. The extensiveness of these 
inspections were. probably ac- 
celerated by the appalling loss 
of lives in the “Lady of Angels” 
school fire in Chicago.
